Despondent, because be feared ar> 
rest as a deSerter from the United 
States Army, Heamdon Mills, of this 
county, committed suicide at his home 
inTyaskin district Sunday night by 
shooting himself in the head.

The Street Pavlig ProMem A 
Perplextag One. 

The street paving problem now ' 
confronting the city authorities is i 
a peculiarly perplexing one, and 
calls for the exercise of unusual ' 
discretion and sound business ’ 
judgment. 

A large number of streets in¬ 
cluded in the present estimates 
are largely residential in their 
character, and it is manifestly 
right that the citizens livioft upon 
them who will bear a certain pro¬ 
portion of the burden of tbe ex¬ 
pense of having them improved, 
should be consulted in regard to 
the material to be used, and, as 
far as iiossible, when definitely 
MfOi^lned, should be allowed to 
^contipl jn tbe selection. 

At tbe same time it becomes 
necessary to,know that tbe citi¬ 
zens folly understand the sit- 
nation and are acting not only for 
tbeir snpposed best interest, but 
for the welfare of tbe city | 
as well. The responsibility must 
nltimately rest with tbe Mayor 
and Cooncil, and if a mistake is 
made, they, and they alone, will 
bear the burden of the blame. Tbe 
anthorities recently have, and now 
are, demonstrating tbeir 'willing¬ 
ness to accede, if possible, to the 
wishes of tbe citizens who are in • 
teiksted, an<^ in view of these con¬ 
siderations, It becomes absolote* 
ly essential that the residents 
along these vafious streets shonld 
fully investigate tbe subject in all 
' its bearings before making any de¬ 
finite request of the Mayor and 
Cooncil, as to tbe material to be 
used. Unless this is done, tbe 
authorities could very readily be 
placed in a decidedly embarras¬ 
sing position, and are likely to be, 
unless the Mayor and Council 
and the interesteo people them - 
selves folly concur in the conclu¬ 
sions reached. For instance, sup¬ 
pose tbe full and complete investi¬ 
gations of the authorities lead them i 
to the abiding belief that brick : 
shonld be used, and there comes 
from tbe interested citizens a de- i 
mand for bitulitbic, certainly tbe 
cooocilmen would be placed in an 
extremely unenviable position, 
for they would cither have to de- 
liberatelv turn down tbe request of 
the very people who are to furnish 
half of tbe expenses, or they would 
be compelled to vote against their 
better judgment and tbeir con¬ 
scientious convictions. 

A committee ought to be ap¬ 
pointed on tbe part of tbe citizens 
for. the purpose of making a full 
investigation as to the relative 
merits of brick and bitulitbic. 
They should visit a number of' 
cities where these materials are in 
Qse and upon a personal inspec¬ 
tion be in a position to give to the 
city the benefit of tbeir investiga¬ 
tions. 

If this is dode, there is no rea¬ 
son why all should not come to 
tbe same cpuclusion, and an in¬ 
telligent choice could then be 
made by tbe authorities with tbe 
assurenoe that its action would be

at every measure of the circumfer¬ 
ence.

Tbe States gmloeical snmj 

has Jast completed a line ot q>IHt Mr* 
els tbroush Death ralley, GalKornla, 
and mach to the aniprlse of ot^ one 
familiar with the re^on has ascertain* 
ed that the depth of that area la not m . 
great as was supposed. Tbe final com* \ 
ptftations of the results hare not yet 
been made, but the preliminary figures " 
give for the lowest point a depth of ' 
27(1 feet below sea level. Bennett’s 
well, which is near this,point la 206 
feet below sea level. These figures 
may be altered by two or three feet 
when the final computations are made, 
but they are probably not more than 
three feet in error. Tbe geological ^xir* 
vey now has elevation marks on the 
highest and lowest points ot dry land 
In the United Staton. ’ 

It la a strange .colnddehce that those 
two extremes are both In southern Cal¬ 
ifornia and only seventy-five miles 
apart. Mount tVhItney is a foot or two 
over 14,500 feet above sea level, while 
Death valley, as above stated. Is 276 
feet below. Before the Salton sink, 
also In Houthern California, was flood¬ 
ed by the Colorado river It contained 
the lowest point of dry land In tbe 
United States, a spot 287 feet below 
sea level. 

Previous estimates of the depth of 
Death valley, baaed on barometer read¬ 
ings, gave for tbe lowest point figures 
varying from 250 to 450 feet below sea 
level. Tbe level Hue of the geological 
survey Is believed to bo the first accu¬ 
rate determination of elevations In that 
locality that has ever been made.

A New Phase Of Tbe Street 
Qaesdoa. 

The street paving question is 
becoming exceedingly lively, and 
it is evidently a '*figbt to tbe 
finish,” between the supporters of 
brick, and the adherents of bitu- 
lithic. The session of tbe Council 
Monday evening was marked by 
sharp passages between tbe repre¬ 
sentatives of the two classes of 
material, and apparently someone 
has been misrepresenting the 
merits of bitulithic for purposes of 
their own. Tbe city did right in 
rejecting all the bids before it, and 
will doubtless fully investigate in 
their own way tbe relative merits 
of tbe two kinds of paving now so 
^ttcb discussed. 

Wc have also been struck with 
another pecnliar fact in connection 
with thia matt er^ and that is. that 
the city anthontSl^stem to have 
ntterly disregarded every other 
species of paving except these two. 
We have understood that asphalt 
is aa cheap as oitulitbic and in 
many reapects superior, and cer¬ 
tainly when it comes to noise, | 
ease of travel and appearance it is 
vastly superior to brick and equal 
to bitulithic. Asphalt is used 
almost exclusively in many of the 
large cities, notably Washington— 
and it is inconceivable that it 
would be continued in ush unless 
it bad some peculiar merit to 
recommend it. There certainly 
could be no objection on tbe part 
of the residents along the streets 
to be improved if a pavement of 
this kind were laid, and we would 
respectfully suggest to both tbe 
city authorities and tbe committee 
of citizens which is to take the 
matter up, that tbere ought to be 
an investigation of other kinds of 
paving as well as bitulithic and 
brick.

A French Telephone Bxperlenoe. 

Tiic Ban. Franclaco Chronicle la re- 
apoualble for the following Item in re¬ 
gard to Nautea, Prance: 

Borne years ago there waa a private 
telephone ayatem which the paternal 
government took over. After aome 
yeara’. trial the government haa ]nat 
received a petition aigned by 10,000 
persona, each of whom paya at leaat 
|i80 a year for telephone service, re¬ 
questing that the telephone system be 
sold to some private company, because 
under a private company they got far 
better service, \yere treated with, polite¬ 
ness Instead of InMlence and bad com¬ 
plaints attended to Instead of being Ig¬ 
nored. 


It Was Voted In 1S06 Net to Try ta 
Catablich Municipal Qaa and Elaetrio 
Light Work* Bacausa the City Had 
Already Shown Ita Inability to Carry 
on Public Utiiitiea—History of the 
Unaucoeicful Attempts. 

In lOtsj the city conncil of Boston 
Toted agulnst attempting municipal gaa 
and electric lighting on the ground that 
the city bod already proved Its Inabil¬ 
ity In such matters by a anccesalon of 
failures in various trading enterprlaes. 

Id 1807, for Instance. Boston estab¬ 
lished a municipal printing plant Five 
years Inter, In 1002, Harvey Chase, an 
expert accountant who waa examin¬ 
ing all the city departments for Mayor 
Collins, and Thomas P. Nichols, an ex¬ 
pert printer, reported that the plant 
bad already lost over f40,000 and that 
a greater loss waa avoided only by 
charging other departments more than 
they'would have had to pay outside 
printers. 

Tlicy also reported that at the time 
of the Investigation the stock room was 
crowdetl with unneceasary paper. Inks, 
etc., l)ought at great expense and lia¬ 
ble to depreolatlon by handling or dam- 
oge by tire; that some valuable atock, 
tlien very recently bought, could not bo 
found, nor could there be found any 
recortl of Its use; that excoaslvo rates 
were paid for ruling and binding done 
outside; Hint there was an entirely un¬ 
necessary nuilJbcr of employees In all 
divisions of the department, who add¬ 
ed to the expense and subtracted from 
the efflcicncy: that a disposition to kill 
time wns manifest, and that In aplte of 
the fact that the hours of employees 
were shorter than In private plants 


Oovcmmsnt Employees Nevsr as Effi¬ 
cient as tho Employaos of Firms and 
Corporationa—Tenure ef Offiaa In the 
Civil Service Breede Blipehod Ways- 

There are over 20,000 pnbUe aervanta, 
exclualve of prealdentlal appointwa, 
under the direct supervision of the de¬ 
partment at the head of which 1 bad 
the honor to temporarily preside. They 
are a good, conscJentlona, painstaking 
body of men and women, and yet If 
the treasury department were a pri¬ 
vate enterprise every whit os much 
work could be accomplished with a 
reduction of onc-tbIM In nnmber and 
one-fourth in the salary of those re¬ 
maining.

Britich Lighting Plants Bold. 

By a vote of 41 to 2 the Bath city cor¬ 
poration has decided to sell the munic- 
Ipol llglitlug plant, which It purchased 
In 1800. As this bad been run at a 
loss, even without allowing for depre¬ 
ciation, the sale will result In an Im¬ 
mediate reduction of local taxes. 

The Irish Independent states; 

•‘The Bmy urban conncil have de¬ 
cided to offer for sale their electric 
light works, which have been run at a 
very heavy loss, while the cost of pub¬ 
lic lighting was In excess of that of 
Dublin, although the lamps were only 
lighted for a third of the time they 
were In the metropolis.” , 

The Dublin municipal plant, how¬ 
ever. was run at a loss last year of 
over $20,000, Irrespective of depreola¬ 
tlon, which would have brought the 
loss up to $50,000.

Boston receives pure 
water from the metropolitan water 
board, distributes It through tbs city, 
collects the charges and eacb year pays 
ita assessed share of the total expenoa. 
This would seem a simple propoattlon, 
bnt Harvey Chase In 1002 in his report

fcut For Heroism of Fireman Many

New Yorl:, May 16.—Sixty Bremen, 
practlcslly every man in seven Are 
companies, were overcome by smoke 
In fighting a lire la the Remington 
Typewriter building at 325 Broadway. 
More than a score of the men were 
taken to hospitals. • 

It v/ss one of the hardest flgfats New 
York firemen have had and never was 
there more bravery shown. The Are 
was In the sub-hssement of the build¬ 
ing and for more than two hours the 
men fought desperately. But for the 
heroism shown many would have lost 
their lives. 

The Are originated In an unex¬ 
plained way in the sub-basement 
which was filled with desks packed 
In excelsior, oil and carbon ■'paper. 
Those threw off great masses of chok¬ 
ing emoke, which made It Impossible 
for the men to reach the seat of the 
Arc. By companies the men attempted 
to descend Into the basement, only to 
be overcome by the smoke and the 
next detachment was compelled to 
carry the unconscious men up to the 
ildewalks. 

Aten, half conscious themselves, 
aroped in the smoke choked cellar 
by the light of lanterns, found their 
comrades and struggled with them 
up the ladders to the sidewalk Only 
to fall swooning, but ready to return 
to the Aght after they had got a 
breath of fresh air. 

Splendid services was rendered by 
the scores of young women employed 
In the building where the Are was 
and in nearby ofllces. These girls, 
directed by the ambulance surgeons,

jMsaiean Preaidant' Thinks th* Flva 

Should Be Amalgamated Into 0ns 

Under Strong Man—Proposes Joint 
...protectorate by United Btatee and 
'’Mexico—War, if Fdreed, Short. 

In tlie cuurse of a lengthy Interview 
lit the palace at Mexico City Prealdent 
Diaz gjive to the American people, 
through the New York Herald, a state¬ 
ment of the exact feeling of Mexico 
towiinl Guatemala and his ideas for 
remctl.vlng the deplorsble condition ex;- 
Istlug In some of tbe Central American 
republics; 

“Plense say to the American people,” 
said he, “that Mexico baa thronghont 
all this trouble with Guatemala, which 
came so near forcliA nt into war, 
maintained the attiti^ of a friendly 
power. That attitude Is atlll main¬ 
tained. We do not want to shed blood 
to show the Qnatemalan government 
the error of Its ways and will not re¬ 
sort to that extreme measure nnlese 
overt act or insult be committed which 
will demand tbe Infliction by Mexico 
of n short, sharp punishment ' 

“If It becomes necessary to have war, 
we will make It a very brief one. 
Mexlcfj’s present wonderful develop¬ 
ment and progress mast not be hin¬ 
dered by a long drawn out conflict 
The blow. If struck, will be hard and 
quick. 

"This is the story of the trouble with 
Guatemala: Political refugees from 
that country sought an a^lnm In Mex¬ 
ico.- The moment they started a revo¬ 
lutionary movement against Gnate- 
luala, we Interfered and forbade it. 
Mexico is opposed to revolutions of 
any kind, whether domestic or aimed 
at.^n neighboring nation. The instiga¬ 
tors of this movement were not only 
stopped but held under governmental 
surveillance from doing i)ort to Onate- 
nmla. 

“Then two brutal assasalns were 
sent from Guatemala. They vilely

Mneb as la^- 
l>or orgnnlwttlons have been abusM 
here and there by opposing interests 
and much as here and there labor or- 
gnotzntlons have nliuseil their privi¬ 
leges, It Is In Inlior organizations that 
the InlKirliig man finds and will con¬ 
tinue to tlnil the source of betleretl 
condItionK.
